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Dear Mr. Dorman: 

Enclosed are an original and five copies of Equitable Gas Company's (Equitable) Gas Cost 
Recovery (GCR) filing for the calendar quarter ended January 3 1,2004, for rates proposed to become 
effective May 1,2004. Also included are an original and five copies of One Hundred-Fourth Revised 
Sheet No. 2 and Ninety-Seventh Revised Sheet No. 5, to Equitable's PSC Kentucky No. 1 Tariff which 
are being filed pursuant to the Purchased Gas Adjustment Provision of that Tariff. 

This filing proposes a GCR rate of $10.2307 per Mcf of sales, a decrease of $0.2584 per Mcf 
from the current PGA, which was approved in Case No. 2003-00493 effective February 1, 2004. 

For the purpose of forecasting its (EGC), Equitable is assuming purchases at the Appalachian 
Index price of gas for Columbia Transmission as published in the Inside FERC Gas Market Report. A 
copy of the applicable Kentucky West tariff sheets used in calculating the EGC as well as the 
March 1, 2004 edition of Inside FERC Gas Market Report is enclosed. 

Schedule 1 of the filing is a summary of the proposed PGA rate components. Schedule 2 is a 
summary of the expected gas costs based on purchases for the 12 months ended January 2004. Schedule 
3 is a listing by month of Equitable's sales to its customer's for the 12 months ended January 2004. 

Schedules 4 and 5 are summaries of ACA components which are presently unreconciled.
